Bernard Barnett, social secur- 
ity district manager, in Wauke- 
gan, today urged everyone signed 
up 'for the doctor bill insurance 
part of Medicare, to spend some 
time between now and the end 
of the year in reviewing whether 
the program owes them some 
money, • *

Unable 
to supply evidence ^gf having 
paid the doctor or ifitwcal sup- 
plier, they failed to file u claim, 
he added.

to the Medicare law eliminated 
the requirement that a bill sub- 
mitted with a claim must be a 
receipted bill to show that it was 
paid in full or in part. Starting 
in 1968, an itemized bill showing 
the services or medical goods re- 
ceived and the charges for these, 
even if unpaid, became sufficient. 

He reminded those older peo- 
ple over 65 in the Lake and Mc- 
Henry County area who have 
signed up for the voluntary medi- 
cal insurance, that Medicare pays 
for '80 per cent of the reasonable 
charges of the covered services 
and medical goods, less an an- 
nual deductible of $50 that the 
patient must pay. 

If the expenses in the last three 
months in any year do not come 
up to the deductible, they can be 
carried over to the following 
year to reduce the deductible for 
that year. ' ^ 

All social security offices arc 
prepared to help people make 
claims for doctor bill .insurance 
payments. Those who. still have- 
n't applied for reimbursement 
for medical goods and services 
received between Oct. ' 1, 1966, 
and Sept. 30, 1967. must apply 
before Jan. 1. 1069, or it may be 
too late. 

Anyone wishing speedy efficient 
service in the district office must 
briug the itemized bill from the 
doctor, or supplier of medical 
goods, and his Medicare card. 
. The Waukegan office is open 
each weekend from 8:45 a.m. to 
4:45 p.m. Also open each Mon- 
day night till 8:00 p.m.

Doctors 

Care Improvement 



CHICAGO — Illinois physicians 
have called for sweeping changes 
to improve medical care for all 
classes of people in the state. - 

In an opinion survey sent to all 
10,500 members of the Illinois 
State Medical Society, a majority 
of those responding want to: 

1. Cooperate in full weekend 
schedules in hospitals wherever 
these feasibly can be arranged; . 

2. Develop and participate in 
rotated 'schedules to assure avail- 
ability of physicians on Wednes- 
days and Thursdays; 

3. Volunteer' their services in 
medically deprived areas, such as 
urban ghettos. 

"The feeling on this and other 
questions clcarJy reflects ' the 
eagerness of Illinois physicians to 
take self-reliant, vigorous and hu- 
mane action, against the health 
problems of bur day," said "Dr. 
Frank J. Jirka.,'Jr., chairman of 
the ISMS Board of Trustees, 
which authorized the survey. 

He said the Board of Trustees 
and ISMS House of Delegates 
would consider implementing the 
steps favored in the survey. "The 
results will be a. guideline on 
many legislative, socio-economic 
and professional issues that have 
reached a new urgency. . 

The survey reflected a wide- 
spread desire to hold down fees 
and make health-care cost less 
burdensome to patients, the hoard 
chairman said. 

One cost-cutting idea— endorsed 
by 5B per cent — would be the 
growth of medically controlled 
group practices offering a whnlc 
range of specialties under one 
roof. • 

Eighty-five per cent favor re- 
bates on federal income taxes to 
help. persons under Medicare age 
— 05-r.buy broader health-insur- 
ance protection. The rebates 
would be graduated according to 
ability to. pay. Tliis^ proposal was 
launched at the American Medi- 
cal Association's convention last 
May in San Francisco. 

For example, ir a family of 
four had a normal tax liability of 
$500 atul its annual premium for 
comprehensive health insurance, 
were $350, the lax payment could 
be cut to $150. If the normal lia- 
bility of a family of four were 
$1,000, the credit on a $350 annual 
premium might be 30 per cent, 
or $105, thus trimming the lnx_ 
payment to $005. 

An overwhelming 03 per cent 
said their profession .should make 
a "concerted effort'" to broaden 
the benefits of private health in- 
surance for ambulatory patients 
—that is, hospital patients not 
confined to beds. 

The survey also asked what can

Prevention of prime was an- 
other issue — particularly crimes 
committed by ex-convicts. Ninety- 
per cent uf the doctors want state 
legislation requiring ncuro-psy- 
chiatric examination of prison in- 
mates prior to parole. 

"We believe more could be done 
to detect, the emotionally sick 
and dangerous men who arc in 
our prisons, and keep this danger 
from walking the streets," said 
Dr. J iika. 

The survey had soW bad news 
for "hippies." The- doctors op- 
pose reduction of Illinois' first- 
offense penalties for' possession 
of ^marijuana >52 per cent voted 
"no"> and psychedelic drugs .(64 
per cent "no" >. These penalties 
now arc 2 to .10 years* imprison- 
ment for marijuana, and up to 
one year for psychedelic -drugs! 

Dr. Philip O. Thomson, Dolton, 
ISMS president, will review the 
survey results- in speaking en- 
gagements throughout the state 
this fall. 



Housing 
Needs 
Are Acute 

Director Norman Drummond 
or the Lake County Regional 
Planning Department was in 
Cleveland. Ohio Thursday and 
Friday, Nov. 21-22. attending a 
seminar on . housing. 

The Cleveland session was the 
last of five regional meetings 
scheduled this year under (lie 
sponsorship of Urban America,' 
Inc., and the U. S. Department 
of-I lousing- and -Urban ^Develop- 
ment, 

Surveys indicate there is a 
need for six million homes across 
the nation in the next decade. 
One reason for the seminars was 
to explore new forms of partner- 
ship between non-profit organi- 
zations and private enterprise- to 
create the dwelling 'units. 

Lake County's projected hous- 
ing needs, as brought out in a 
recent survey conducted by North 
Shore G us Company, are stagger- 
ing. 

11 has been calculated that as 
of the first of this year there 
was a shortage of up to 14,800 
units. Taking population growlli 
into consideration an additional 
34,032 dwelling units will- he 
needed by the end of 1072. 



Gl Benefits 
Available 
To Widows 

For the first time, Veterans 
Administration education and 
training benefits are available to 
widows of men who died— and the 
wives of veterans, totally and- per- 
manently disabled —as the result 
of military service. 

In Illinois, an estimated 15,000 
widows and wives could benefit 
from Public Law 90-631 which 
was signed by President Johnson 
Oct., 23 and becomes effective 
Dec. 1, according to John B. Nu? 
ser, manager of VA's Regional 
Office in Chicago. 

The new legislation extends to 
eligible wives and widows the 
same VA educational assistance 
now available to sons and daugh- 
ters of Veterans who died or are 
permanently disabled. as a result 
of military service, Naser . ex- 
plained. ■ .' '. • 

Payments will range from $130 
a month for full-time training 
(up to a maximum of 36 months) 
to $95 for three-quarters time 
training and $60 for half-time 
training. 

The new law also gives veter- 
ans separated from service after 
Jan. 1, 1055, one and a half 
months of education and training 
entitlement under the current 
Post Korean G I Bill for each 
month of military service, after 
January 31, 1955. This is a 
change from the present ratio of 
one month of entitlement for each, 
month of service. 

Unchanged, .however, is the 
maximum of 36 months of entitle- 
ment.. 

Under another provision of the 
new law, veterans with 18 months 
or more service after Jan. ' 31, 
1955, who have satisfied their 
military obligation! will be en- 
titled to 36 months of VA educa- 
tional assistance. . • — 

Oilier provisions are: 

increase from 36 to 48 months 
the aggregate period for which a 
.veteran may receive educational 
assistance under two or more 
veteran benefit programs. 

Authorize the payment of the 
VA allowance to veterans in flight 
training on a monthly rather than 
a quarterly basis. 

Permit three-quarters and half- 
time farm cooperative training 
with proportionate reductions in 
the VA allowance paid for such 
training. Currently, a veteran 
employed in related agricultural 
work who Is enrolled in farm ,co; 
operative training must lake a 
minimum of 12 clock hours of in- 
stitutional agricultural courses a 
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Eighty-one per cent, favor gov 
ernment grants to newly gradu- 
ated physicians who agree to 
practice a certain number of 
years in medically deficient 
areas. A medical school official 
in Winston-Salem, N. C, recently 
proposed a $100,000 tax-free bonus 
for five years' service in rural 
areas needing doctors. But no 
specific figures were mentioned 
in the ISMS questionnaire. 

Ninety-three per cent said doc- 
tors and hospitals should take in- 
tensified action to sponsor and co- 
ordinate health facilities where 
care is lacking. 

As a way of curtailing welfare 
programs, 82 per cent favor a 
guaranteed annual "work" plan 
that would enable each employ- 
able farriily breadwinner to earn 
$3,200 a year. The physicians 
strongly oppose a. guaranteed an- 
nual income not based on work, 
however. 

Eighty-threc per cent favor gov- 
ernment-backed private loons to 
encourage qualified residents of 
poverty-stricken areas, to develop

Make Sure 
You Have 
Green Light 

In the past 15 years, half of the 
knowledge gained since- the. be- 
ginning of time has been accumu- 
lated. It would be a good idea 
to apply some of this to driving, 
and you can be an expert if you 
know the rules of the road and 
and follow them. 

One of the worst mistakes a 
driver can. make is to move into 
an intersection with the yellow, 
reminds the Lake County Safety 
Commission, If you want to 
keep out of traffic trouble, obey 
traffic signals, keep your mind on 
your driving and start up when 
the light turns green If you have 
the right of way. Tho green light 
does not' mean that you can enter 
an intersection in competition 
with another car because no one 
ever has the right of way if the 
accident. in the making could be 
prevented. 

Use extra caution and look both 
ways, before starting on the green.

The survey is conducted quar- 
terly and is an important guide 
to trends in consumer spending. 
Since 1920, the rate of growth in 
consumer investment has been 
more than double that of business 
investment. The annual invest- 
ment by consumers in durable 
goods and houses is now far larg- 
er than business, investment in 
new plant andNjquipment.
